Cincinnati. O.. April 15.--It turns out that Wil- 
lis Sharp Kilmer’s Sun Briar has been nominated 
both for the I.4itoiiia Derby and the Kentucky Han- 
dicap, two $10,060 addetl events, to be run at La- 
tonia aud Douglas Park, respectively, during tlie 
approaching season of spring racing in Kentucky. 
When the nominations for tliese two rich races 
were recently announced, there was general regret 
among turf enthusiasts that Sun Briar’s name was 
missing, inasmuch as nearly all of the other star 
racers had been named for both of these big races. 

When General Manager Jolin llachmeister of the 
Latouia and Douglas Park tracks returned from a 
brief vacation trip to Florida a few days ago, he 
brought 'vith him the nominations of Sun Briar 
for the I.atonia Derby, the Kentucky Handicap and 
other stakes to Ik* run at Latonia aud Douglas 
Park, in addition to other nominations from the 
Kilmer stable for other stakes at the two tracks 
named. These nominations bad been forwarded to 
Mr. Haohmeister in Florida by his representatives 
in Kentucky, under the impression tliat they were 
mail of a private character, there lieing nothing 
on the enveloiies in which they wen* enclosed to in- 
dicate that they w*ere stake nominations. 

After the publication of what purported to be a 
list of the miininatioiis for the two big races iu 
question, additional entries were re<*eived that had 
been mailed in time, but which had been belated in 
the mails through the oiN*ration of the (*eiisorship 
on matter <*oming from t'liba and for other reasons.

.Mr. Ward has lieen b«*sieged by joikoys seeking 
the <*ovetf*d honor of piloting the <*rack colt in his 
Derby eiigugement and, in <Ieciding to engage Nol- 
ter. lie lielieves he has seiiired quite the best rider 
obtainable. Notter. however, was not one that 
Sought the engagement. 

The question of who was to be selected as Es- 
coha’s rider had b«*en hanging fire for a long 
time and. now that a rider of Notter’s ability has 
lieen named, the colt’s legion of admirers, com- 
fortable and seiiire in the knowle<lge that he will 
be liaiidled by as giMid a rider as there is on the 
.\mericau turf, will sit back smilingly aud pa 
tiently w’aiting for the verdict. 

Notter was free to accept this engagement, in 
asninch as he had some time ago severeil his 
c*onne<-tioii with James Kowe, trainer for H. P. 
Whitney, for whom he had ridden for over ten 
.vears. Notter rode Regret in the Wl^tney colors 
in 1915, when that filly won the Derby and he 
also had the mount on Dominant, also from the 
Whitney stable, when the Whitney entry ran un- 
pla<*ed in 1916. 

Notter maintains iileasant relations with his form- 
er employer, James Rowe, and is of the opinion 
that Mr. Rowe will surely send Rosie O’Grady and 
one other eligible to (’hurchill Downs to compete 
in the Derby. F. Robinson, the stable’s regular 
rider, will be here to have the mount on the entry 
tliat trainer Ilowe considers has the lH*st chan<*e 
in the big race. 

BIG CROWD SEE DERBY WORK-OUTS 



Frcccutter. Sun BrUr, NeUweep and Jay Bird Given 
Sharp Work— Colonel Vennie Is Injured. 



Txinisville, Ky., April 15.— The biggest crowd of 
racing enthusiasts sim*e tlie advent of spring was 
at (’hurchill Downs .vesterday morning to watch the 
work-outs. Tlie best move was recorded b.v George

mile in 1:431^. He worked the distamt* in the fol- 
lowing fractions— 24%. .50, 1:03%, 1:16%. 1:30, go- 
ing tlM* full mile in 1:43%. 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s pair. Sun Briar and 
Xelsw’eeep, were given an “oiiener” in preparation 
for a more arduous move at one mile. They worked 
together three -eighths of a mile in 37. and after 
lM‘ing pulled up Sun Briar veered toward the out- 
side rail at the head of the stretch, giving the 
spectators the impression that he was going wide 
during his w’ork-oiit. which was not the case. 

Tlie best move at Douglas Park was shown by 
J, W. S<*horr’s Derby <*oIt. Jay Bird, whi«*h went 
three-quarters of a mile in 1:14, a new mark for 
the season. Tlie c*olt showed a disjiosition to get 
away from his rider, E. Pool, who bad all he could 
do to che<*k his speed. 

The five-year-old Colonel Vennie, tlie star of the 
Jefferson Livingston stable, in charge of Mose Gold- 
hlatt. struck himself in his stall a few nights ago 
and injured his right forefoot. The injury* although 
not serious, will prevent the horse from filling his 
stake engagements at Lexington. When tlie stable’s 
shipment of tw»*nt.v head was forwardeil today to 
I>*xiiigton Colonel Vennie was left behind at Douglas 
Park ill charge of William Covington, wlio has nine 
other of the stable’s horses in his keeping. 

John J. Troxler <*ame over yesterday from I^exing- 
ton to insiiect his good three -year -old filly. Fern 
Handley, which has been in the care of Dick Wil- 
liams since last fall. He was well pleased with 
her appearance and will shortly transfer her to 
Lexington, where Rhymer, his only other horse, is 
now in training. Fern Handley won the Golden Rod 
Stakes at ('hurchill Downs last fall and is now about 
ready for this season’s campaign. 

S. H. VELIEVS BREEDING OPERATIONS 



Kansas City Manafaetaver Has Half Docen Mares in 
Stud at Tkomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm. 



Lexington, K.V.. April 15. — S. H. Velie. the Kan- 
sas City manufacturer of plows and automobiles, 
and R. Mci’oy, his trainer, were here this week to 
ace a half-dozen mart's which Mr. Velie has quar- 
tered at Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm. The only 
mare of the six tliat thus far has prodneed is 
Florin, the seven-year-old daughter of Hamburg and 
Fiesole, by Goldfinch, dam the famous Firenze, by 
Glenelg. Florin has a magnificent yearling son by 
Fair Play, and by the same sire she has at foot a 
well-formed filly. This spring she was mated with 
Broomstick, inasmuch as Regret, the only filly ever 
to win tlie Kentucky Derby, is by Broomstick — 
Jersey Lightning, a daughter of Hamburg. 

I^dy Hildreth, a thirteen-year-old daughter of 
Golden Garter and Parabola, by Sir Modred — Para- 
ble, by Candlemas, is due soon to foal to Candle- 
mas. Lady Teresa, a six -year-old daughter of 
Star Shoot and Maribel, by Hindoo, has been mated 
with Didlii, while Star Berta has been to the court 
of Ballot. Star Berta is eight years old and is 
a sister to Leo Skolny and Northern Light. Mr. 
Velie has not decided upon the stallion or stallions 
for the five -year -old Blue Cap, by Hastings — Blue 
Jacket, by Whistle Jacket, and six-year-old Marion 
Rose II.. b.v Ih'arc'a teller — Marion Rose, by Bal- 
gowan. Neither has he made up his miud about a 
mate for Lady Hildreth. 

Trainer McCoy says that Serenade, the twelve- 
year-old daughter of Handsel and The Charmer, 
which Mr. Velie has at his Missouri farm, is one of 
the best iiolo iionies in the world and for that rea- 
son she has not lieen bred. Captain Velie, son of 
tlie owner, used her with great success before the 
declaration of war. Should the war be prolonged, 
however. Serenade will be sent to the stud. Mr. 
Velie is hopeful that a bill under which racing may 
be coudncteil in Mis.souri with legalized betting may 
be pasf;ed at the next session of the legislature, in 
which event lie will establish a large stud in his 
iHime state.
